No. 27-Pres./57.— The President is pleased to award the 
President’s Police and Fite Services Medal for gallanliy to 
the undermentioned olhcer of the Rajasthan Police:— 

Name of the officer and rank— Slirl Kheem Singh, Head 
Constable No. 177, District Banner. 

Statement of services for which the decoration has been 
awarded.— On the 27th December 1990. Head Constable 
Kheem Singh received information that Lwo notorious daeoils, 
Hari Singh and Thanla, who had committed 10 dacoities and 
other offences during the year, were hiding in a jungle some 
4 miles from Lite Police Post. He immediately collet teil the 
available force of 10 Foot Constables and set out. On 
approaching the daeoils’ hide out the Head Constable form- 
ed his men into a semi-circle and advanced stealthily in order 
to take the dacoiLs by surprise. The police party succeedetl 
in getting within 150 yards of the dacoits before their pre- 
sence was detected and the latter opened lire. The Head 
Constable called on the dacoits to surrender and when this 
was ignored he returned the Arc. 

The dacoits were occupying good rover while the police 
party was in the open. Finding ljis file ineffective Head 
Constable Kheein Singh decided to move over to the left 
flank and after covering some 200 yards of open ground in 
order to do so, advanced towards the dacoits firing his bren- 
gun from the hip. A bullet from Lhe daioits struck the 
foresight of the breu-gun in his hands and splinters of the 
bullet pierced his chest and hands. Despite these injuries, 
the Head Constable continued to advance and finally succeed- 
ed In crawling within 10 yards of the dacoit Hari Singh, 
whom he killed with a burst. In (he meantime, the dacoit 
Thania had been shot by two other constables of the party. 

During this encounter which lasted over two hours, llcad 
Constable Kheem Singh boldly exposed himself cm several 
occasions and displayed leadership and undaunted courage 
In utter disregard of his personal safety. 

2 This award is made for gallantry under rule 4 (i) of the 
rules governing the award of the President's Police and Fire 
Services Medal and consequently carries with h the special 
allowance admissible to officers of and below the rank of 
Inspector of Police as provided in rule 9.

3. In order that a peison may be eligible to be appointed 
as a Valuer, be must satisfy the qualifications for any one 
of the different categories of Valuers. The minimum quali- 
fications shall be a 9 follows:— 

(1) In the case of a Surveyor, Engineer, Mining Engineer 
or an Architect.— (i) is a graduate In Civil Engineer- 
ing, Mining, Mining Engineering or Architecture of 
a recognised University or is a member of a recognis- 
ed Institute of Engineers, Architects, Surveyors or of 
School of Mines whose diploma is recognised as 
being equivalent to a degree in engineering, and 

(ii) has been in practice as consulting engineer, mining 
engineer, surveyor or architect for not less than ten 
years. 

N.B — (a) in the case of a person who is or had been in 
the servile of a State or Central Government, the 
period of ten years’ continuous service as a gazetted 
officer shall for this purpose be treated as equiva- 
lent to ten years’ practice; 

(b) in the case of a person in the service of the Valua- 
tion Department of a statutory Improvement Trust 
or a Municipal Corporation, ten years’ service as a 
member of lhe executive slaff shall be reganlcd as 
satisfying both conditions Nos, (i) and (ii), 

(2) In the case of a Specialist in Agriculture and Farm 
Valuation.— (a) is a Graduate in Agricultural Econo- 
mics or Agriculluval Science with at least ten years’ 
experience as a Farm Valuer; 


OR 

(b) was in tlie service of a State Government either as— 

(i) an Agricultural Inspector; or 

(ii) a Tahsildar; or 

(iii) a Land Valuation Officer; or 

(iv) a settlement Officer for a total period ol not less 
than ten years. 

(2) In the case of an Accountant — (i) is a membet of the 
Institute of Chattered Accountants of India; and 

(ii) has been in practice as an accountant and auditor 
for a period of not less than ten years, and lias at 
the date of application or bad for three years at any 
time during the course of practice, the annual audit 
work of at least twenty-five Partnership concerns 
and limited companies employing an aggregate work- 
ing capital of fifty lakhs in the business in India, 
or if he is a partner in a firm consisting of two 
or more partners and at least two of the partners 
satisfy the condition of ten years’ practice, the firm

No. l-CA(5)/57.— The following draft of certain amend- 
ments to the Chartered Accountants Regulations, 1949, which 
it is proposed to mate in exercise ot the poweis conferred 
by sub-section (I) and (3) of Section 39 of the Chartered 


Accountants Act. 1919 (XXXVIII of 1949), is published for 
inhumation of all persons likely to be allectcd thereby and 
notice is hereby given that the diaft will be taken into 
consideration 011 or after 3rd August, 1957. 

Any objection 01 suggestion which may he received from 
any person with respect to die said draft before tbe dare 
specified will be considered by the Council of the Institute 
of Chartered Accountants of India. New Delhi. 

In the said Regulations;— 

T. For the existing clause (3) ol Regulation 47, substitute 
the following namely:— 

’’(3) Every candidate for election shall pay a fee of 
Rs. 200/- (Rupees two hundred only) which shall 

not he refundable in any circumstances except as 
hereinafter provided. 

Provided tliaL not more than one such payment need 
be made bv any one candidate in respect of his 

candidature lor any one election. 

Provided further that in the event of hi« nomination 

not being accepted as valid as hereinafter provid- 
ed. the fee of Rs. 200/- paid by him shall be rc- 
tunded to him in full.” 

II. The following sub-clauses (5), (fi) and (7) shall be added 
to Regulation 47, namely;— 

"(5) The Secretaiy shall scrutinize the nomination papers 

of all candidates other than those whose candidature liaB 
been withdiawn under sub-regulation ( 1 ) above, and shall 
endorse 011 each nomination paper his decisions accepting 
or 1 ejecting it and if he rejects it, he shall record in writing 
a luief statement of his reasons for so rejecting it. The 
Sertelary may lefuse or icjcct any nomination if he Is 
satisfied — 

(a) that the candidate was ineligible Lo stand for election; 

(b) that the ptoposcr or seconder was not qualified to 
subscribe to the nomination of tbe candidate in 
form ‘O’: 

(c) that there has been failure to comply with any of 

the provisions of sub-regulations ( 2 ) and ( 3 ) above: 

(d) that the signature of any candidate or of the pro- 
poser or seconder is not genuine or has been obtain- 
ed bv force or fraud; or 

(c) that the candidate or the proposer or seconder has 
not paid any of the fees due and payable to the 
Council- 

Provided that nolhing contained in clause (b). (c), (d) or 
(c) of this suh-icgulation shall be deemed to authorise the 
irfiisal or lejection of the nomination of any candidate on 
the ground of anv irregularity in respect of a nomination 
of the candidate if hr has been dulv and validlv nominated 
bv means of another nomination in rcspecL of whfch no 
incgularitv has been committed. 

Provided further that a candidate whose nomination has 
hern refused or rejected bv the Sccrctaiy shall have a right 
of appeal against the decision of the Secretary. Such appeals 
shall be suhmitted to the Council within 10 days of the 
date on which surh rejection or refusal is communicated 
to him and the same shall be heard by a Committee ap- 
pointed bv the Council for this purpose consisting of three 
persons who need not nccessarilv be members of the Insti- 
tute lo consider and dispose of such appeals. Members of 
the Institute appointed on the Committee shall not be chosen 
from the candidates standing for election. The Committee 
so appointed shall have poweis to inspect any documents, 
examine any witnesses, record anv evidence, receive affida- 
vits. grant adjournments, and exercise such other powers 
as mav be ncccssaTv for the efficient and faithful perfor- 

mance of the duties. The decision of the CotnmiUee shall 
be final. 

(61 On completion of tbe scrutiny of nominations as 

provided under sub-regulation (51 above, the Secretary shall 
forthwith prepapre lists of valid nominations for each consti- 
tuency and cause such list pertaining to a constituency 
to be sent bv registered post to earh candidate In 

that constituency whose nomination has been accepted as 
valid Tbe list to be posted shall contain the full names 
in alphabetical order and the addresses of the validly nomi- 
nated candidates in a constituency. 

17) If a candidate dies or otherwise ceases to be a mem- 
ber before the date of the election but after the date fixed 
for the withdrawal of candidature under sub-regulation 

(4) above and his nomination is or has heen accepted as 
valid, the election in his constituency shall be conducted 
among the remaining candidates and no fresh proceedings 
with reference to the election of members in the constituency 
In which such member, was a candidate shall be commenced." 
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III. For the existing Regulation 47 A, 48. 1<> and 70, subs 
lilutc the following namely:— 

“47A. Candidates deemed to be elected if their number is 
equal to or less than the number oj { tenons to be elected.— 
H the number of candidates validly nominated in any tons 
tituency is equal to or less than the number of poisons to 
be elected for such constituency, or if the number of i un- 
dulates in a constituency becomes equal to or less than the 
number of persons to be elected for such constituency, by 
leason of death or cessation of membership ol one or moie 
candidates before Lhe date of election, then such candidates 
shall be deemed to be elected and Lhe Scciclaiy shall deilaic 
all such candidates duly elected. If the numbei of such can- 
didates in that constituency is less than the number of 
person* to be elected for that constituency, the iecictury 
shall commence fresh proceedings for the election of the 
remaining number of meinbcis to be clccLed from that cons 
tituency. 

48. Admissible number of votes to ea<h voter .— Eaih votei 
»hall have one vote only A votci in giving his vote— 

(a) must place on his ballot papci the figuie 1 in the 
squaie opposite the name of the candidate for whom 
he votes; 

(b) may, in addition, place on his ballot papei the 

figure 2 or the figuies 2 and 3, or 2, 3, and 1 and so 
on, in the squares opposite the names of othci candi- 
dates in the order of liis piefercnce. 

48A. Mode of elections .— ExccpL as ollieiwisc provided, the 
elections shall be conducted by poll and cveiy voter in any 
election shall cast his votes personally in the booth piovid 
ed for the purpose, unless a volei is allowed In respect of 
any election to cast his votes by posL as hereinafter pio 
vlded. 

480. Polling booths .— The Secretary shall set up su<h 
number of polling booths at such places as he deems ncces 
lary provided that within an area covered by a ladius of 
ten miles from each booth there are not less than ten 

members according to their professional addresses as on 
the date of publication of the list ot members eligible to 
vote. A list clearly showing the location of the polling 
booths and the polling area for svhtch each such booth has 
been selected together with the names and addiesses of 
persons entitled to record their votes in each booth shall he 
published in the Gazette of India at least tliiily days beloic 
the date of the election. 

48C. Polling Officer .— The Sccietary shall appoint a polling 
officer for each polling booth and may also appoint such 
other persons as he may deem necessary to assist the 

polling officer. The polling ofhter shall, In addition to 
performing any other duties imposed upon him by iliese 
Regulations be in general charge of all arrangements at the 
polling booth and may issue orders as to the' manner In 

which persons shall be admitted to the polling booth and 

r erally for the preservation of peace and ordet at oi 
the vicinity of the polling booth. 

48D. The secret thambei and the ballot paper — (1) Thcie 
ihill be a secret chamber or chambeis in each polling 
booth and such chamber shall be so arranged that whete an 
elector records his votes on the ballot papei, no other petson 
can see how he ha* voted. 

(2) The ballot paper shall contain a list of candidates 
standing for election in a constituency and shall hear the 
soil of the Council. 

-48E. Presence of the candidates at the polling booths — Any 
candidate for election In a constituency shall be entitled 
to -be present at the polling booths in that constituency and/ 
or to appoint members of the Institute as his authorised 
representatives to be present on his behalf at the polling 
booths in that constituency: Provided that the candidate 
shall send at least fifteen days befoie the date of the elec- 
tion an intimation to the Sccietary by registered post of 
his intention to appoint such authorised representatives for 
the purpose, cleaity indicating the full name, membership 
number and address of each of the authorised lepiescnta- 
tlve and the number of the polling booth at which each of 
them will be present. Provided further that not mote than 
one authorised representative shall be present at a time it 
each polling booth. 

48T. Voting to be in person and not by proxy —Voting 
shall be by ballot and every person entitled to record Ins 
vote by poll and wishing to record iris vote shall do so m 
person, and not by proxy, by means of a ballot paper which 
shall be affixed with the seal of the Council. 

48G Questions to be put to electors— At any time befoie 
a ballot paper Is delivered to an clccLor, the polling officer 
may of his own accord, if he lias reason to doubt the iden- 
tity of the elector or his right to vote at the polling booth, 
and shall, if so required by a candidate or bis authorised 
representative, put to the elcctoi such questions as lie inav 
deem necessary with a view to establish the Identity of 
that elector. 

48H. Record to be kept by the polling officer .— The poll 
iqg officer shall at the time of delivery of the ballot paper 


place against the name ot the elector in the list o[ poisons 
eligible to cote a inaiL to denote tlial the elec ten his 
received a ballot papei He shall also keep lccnrd of the 
ballot papers supplied to Lhe elcctois m such mamiei as 

the Sccietary may direct. 

In deciding the ughL of a pcison lo obtain a ballot paper 
undei this Regulation, the polling officer at any polling 

station may interpret any entiy in the list of persons ch 
gible to voLe so as to occilook meicly clerical or printing 
error, provided that lie is satisfied that such poison is 

identical with the elector to whom such cnliv relates. 

481. Identification of electors .— The polling officci may 

employ at the polling booth such peisons as he thinks fit 
to assist him In identifying the electors or for any othci 
purpose. 

48J. Manner of recording rtf votes after receipt of ballot 
papers.— (1) On receiving Lhe ballot paper the elector shall 
forthwith proceed into the secret compartment set apart 
for the purpose and shall record his votes on the ballot 
paper in the manner specified In Regulation 48. He shall 
also give a signed letter in the form supplied for Lhe purpose 
of foiwarding his balloL paper to the Secretary. 

(2) lie shall then place the ballot paper on which his 
votes have been recorded and the said forwarding leuer in 
two separate envelopes supplied foi the purpose and get Lhe 
envelopes closed and scaled in his pic-sence These two 
envelopes shall thereafter be placed together in a higger 
envelope to be given to him which shall also be closed and 
sealed m bis picsencc, it liecessaiy with the seal of the 
elector. The elector shall then personally hand over the 
envelope thus sealed to the polling officci. 

48K Return of ballot paper b\ an elector.— (\) If an 
elector aftei obtaining a ballot papci lor the puiposc ot le- 
coichng his votes decides not to use the same, he shall return 
the ballot paper to the polling officci, and the ballot paper 
so icturned shall then be maikcd as “cancelled— tetnrncd" 
and kept in a separate envelope set apait fot the purpOsr 
and a lecord shall be kept by the polling officer of all such 
ballot papers. 

(2) If any ballot paper which has been issued lo anv 
elector for the purpose of iccm cling his votes ha* been left 
by the elector at the secict chamber, whethei votes have been 
recorded in it or not, it shall be dealt with In accoulance 
with the provisions of sub regulation (1) as it it had been 
leturned to the polling officer. 

48L. Hours during which polling shall remain open.-(l) 
Every polling booth shall lcmalii open on the day oi davs 
appointed lor lecording of votes fiom 8-30 a.m. to 6 30 rst. 

(2) The polling officer shall close the polling booth at the 
hour appointed undei the provisions of sub-iegulatloti (1) 
above and tio elcctoi shall be admitted theicto after that 
houi : 

Provided tliaL all elcctois picscnt within the polling booth 
befoie it is closed shall be entitled to have their votes 
tecord cd: 

Provided further that where the numbei of electors with- 
in a radius of ten miles at any polling bootli exceeds 200 
(be polling booth shall be kept open for two consecutive 
days during the same timings as mentioned in (1) above, 

(3) The polling officer shall, as soon as practicable aftei 
the close of the poll, in the piesencc of any candidates or 
their authorised representatives who may be present, place 
the scaled envelopes in a packet or packets and/oi boxes 
He shall also make up into separate packets— 

(i) the unused ballot papci s; 

(11) the returned balloL papers; 

(Hi) the marked copy of the list of voters eligible to 

vote; and 

(iv) any other papci directed by the Secretary to be 
kept in a sealed cover; 

and seal each such packet or box with his own seal and 
the seals of such candidates nr authorised lepicsen ratnes 
as may desire lo affix their seals thereon and shall anange 
fot the safe custody of surh packets or boxes 

(4) Tbe packets or boxes lefrned to in sub-regulation (1) 
shall be accompanied by an account of ballot papers show- 
ing the total number oi ballot papers leceivcd. Issued and 
unissued, ieturncd as also the number of ballot papeis which 
should be found in Lhe packets nr boxes. Ihis account shall 
lie forwaided to the Sccietary. 

49. Transport of ballot papers and their custody .— The 
Secretary and the polling officers shall make adequate 
arrangements for the safe transport to the headquarters of 
the Institute of all boxes or packets and othci papers le- 
feired to in Regulation 18f, and for then safe custody 
until the commencement of tbe counting of votes. 

49A. Voting by tin tubers employed on duty at polling 
booths.— A polling officer or an authorised representative 
leferrcd to in Regulation 48E. who is an elector for anv 
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constituency and is, by reason of his being on duLy at a 
polling booth unable to be picsenL and to vote at die 

polling booth, where he is entitled to vote may apply lo
